are the ... San Francisco County Transportation Authority ... Such agencies are subject only 

to the Public Records Act, the Brown Act, and, in some cases, other State laws governing 

public meetings and public records specific to the agency. But, although the Sunshine 

Ordinance does not of its own force apply to them, these agencies may choose to follow some 
or all of its requirements, and some of them have.” [Emphasis Added.]
